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MUNICIPAL 
TECHNICAL SCHOOLS. 
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EMPLOYERS AND APPRENTICES. 


Last evening a distribution of prizes to the 
successful students of the Municipal Institute, 
Bolton street, Dublin, took place. There was a 
large attendance, ove: which Alderman John 
J. Farrell presided. 

The thirtieth annual report of the Committee 
recofded: that 2,742 students were enrolled in 
the regular classes, being an increase of 158 over 
the enrolment of the preceding session, and 
587 over that of the session 1913-14. The 
majority of the students attended the official 
courses of study, embracing in each case two or 
three allied subjects, so that the actual number 
of class entries totalled 6,580, the highest figure 
yet recorded in the schools. In this total they 
did not include the School of Music, which was 
attended by 240 students. Useful and effective 
instruction was also carried on parily in their 
school buildings and partly in extension classes 
for groups of students who required special 
arrangements. Thes included teaching in 
cookery, housewifery, iaun work, and needle- 
work. New classes had a been started in 
practical motor mechanics, motor-car driving, 
telography, telephony, instrument making, con- 
fectionery, chemistry for photographers, etching 
and mezzotint engraving, stationery binding, 
paper marbling, machine ruling, and monotype 
work. In the public examinations conducted by 
the Department of Agriculture and Technical 
Instruttion the following special distinctions 
were obtained :— 

Six prizes were won at the Department's Technical 
School examinations in the courses of applied 
chemistry, mechanical engineering, domestic 
economy, and Art. The first place in the Three 
Kingdoms and the bronze medal of the City and 
Guilds of London Inetitute was Won by a student of 
the cabinet-making class. ‘The bronze medal of the 
National Union of Teachers was won by a student 
of the dressmaking class. Two students obtained 
direct from the schools teacherships-in-training at 
the open competition for entrance prizes in the 
Royal Coliege of Science. Each of the teacherships 
thus won is worth £235. Two students passed the 
Intermediate science examination of London Uni- 
versity. One student passed with, distinction the 
Board of Education examination in higher mathe- 
matics. Several students were successful in the 
examination in chemistry for the . pharmaceutical 
licence; one student took first place, and was 
awarded a gold medal for highly distinguished 
answering. Several students secured high marks at 
the examinations in chemistry and physics in con- 
nection with the Royal. College of Surgeons and the 
Apothecaries’ Hal) 

The report pointed out that it was found 
dificult to induce apprentices and others en- 
gaged in industries during the day to attend 
night classes. The real demand in the way of 
technical education is for day classes, but up 
to the present the Committee had not succeeded 
in securing from the employers the concessions 
in regard to time which would enable appren- 
tices and other employés to attend the classes 
mn the day time. . . 

The Chairman said it was important, that the 
continued success of the schools should be 
brought home to the public. The Committee 
were not satisfied with the attendance of ap- 
prentices at the technical classes, and they 
were going fo invoke the intervention of 
“neutrals” with the view of getting employers 
to allow their apprentices to attend day classes, 
and pay them for their time. If the Committee 
did not succeed in a friendly way, they intended 
to apply for Parliamentary powers to compel 
employers to grant permission to their employés 
to’ attend the the day time. He 
moved the adoption of the re port.

CLASSICS AND SCIENCE. 


NO REAL CONFLICT. 


ADDRESS BY VISCOUNT BRYCE. 
(SPECIAL TELEGRAM.) 

LEEDS, Frivay. 

The meetings of the Classical Association 

were opened to-day, and will be continued to- 
morrow, at the University, Leeds. : 
Viscount Bryce, in his address as President, 

spoke on the worth of ancient literature for 
the modern world. He’ pointed out that the 
chief sims of the Association were to defend 
and promote the study of the Ancient Classics, 
and vindicate for them their due place in the 
course of instruction both in schools and in 
Universities, and to exchange ideas and aid 
one another in their study of these books of 
imperishable splendour. That the study of the 
Greek and Latin languages should be dis- 
paraged need cause no surprise. The most 
striking feature in the economic changes of the 
last seventy or eighty years had been the 
immence development of industrial production 
by the application of ecientific discovery. That 
ad been accompanied by a great deal more 
employment, and by tke growth of gigantic 
fortunes. Thus there had been created an asso- 
ciation which had taken deep root between the 
ktiowledge of applied science and materia! 
prosperity. This association had, in the case of 
the average man, led him to believe that the 
knowledge of letters was of little value, because 
it did not give increased employment or in- 
creased wealth, but that a knowledge of such 
subjecta as chemistry and electricity did pro- 
mise an increase of wealth to the community 
and to the individual. It must be admitted 
that languages—not only the ancient languages, 
but languages in general-—-had been too often 
cht, and the results had, therefore, 


the time and labour spent. Let us frankly 
admit that a reaction against the old 
despotism of a purely grammatical study of the 
ancient languages and authors was long over- 
due. We had to admit that the reaction was 
justified in mu respects, for the results were 
unsatisfactory. he time had come when we 
ought to admit facts which could not be denied, 
and discard those weaker arguments which 
had gone so far to discredit a good cause. It 
used to be contended that no one could write 
a good English style without knowing Latin. 
There were, however, too many cases to the 
contrary Nothing was gained by trying to 
defend an untenable position, and he thought 
the time had come when we should effect a 
strategic retirement and entrench in a position 
which could not be stormed. (Laughter and 
cheers.) There ought to be no conflict. between 
the Classics and Science, and those who have 
attained eminence in either field have been the 
firat to recognise that the conflict, continued 
Lord Bryce, is not between letters and 
science, but between a larre and philosophical 
conception of the aime of education and the 
material, narrow, or even vulgar view which 
looks only to immediate practical results, and 
confounds pecuniary with educational values. 


THOUGHT AND KNOWLEDGE. 

Commercial success and the wealth it brings 
are the result of thought, and while we in 
England are charged, as a nation and as in- 
dividuals, with being deficient in knowledge, 
and in the passion for knowledge, there is at 
least one other nation which surpasses us in 
the knowledge which it has accumulated and 
in the industry with which it adds to the stock 
of its knowledge. That nation has, nowever, 
shown, both in literature and in action, that it 
does fot always know how to use ils knowledge. 
(Hear, hear.) It thinks hard, harder, perhaps, 
than we do, but ite thought lacks imagination 
and insight and sympathy, and, therefore, it 
has sometimes seen falsely and erred fatally. 
It is in worse plight than we are, for these 
faulte lie deep down, whereas ours are nearer 
the surface, and can be more easily corrected. 
We can set ourselves to gain more knowledge, 
to set more store By knowledge, and apply our 
minds more strenuously to the problems before 
int The best that edueation can do for a 
nation ia to develop and strengthen width of 
knowledge, together with insight and balance 


helps to save the people from degenerating 
into base and corrupting pleasures, by teaching 
them to enjoy those which sre higher and 
; urer. (Cheers. ) Whatever helped ua to 
understand men and to deal with them, he 
said, wae profitable for practical use. History 
and literature did this in a way which a know- 
ledge of physiology and chemistry could not do 
It waa to poetry and philosophy, and to the 
examples of character that history supplied, not 
to the study of triangles and hydrocarbons, 
that wo must go for stimulus or consolation.

Sizn,—Now that the Government control has 
been eatended to the Irish railways, I venture 
to suggest that the unification of passenger 
train services should be considered. Individual

If Dublin possessed a central station, instead 
of five termini, the case would be different. 
Then efforts would undoubtedly be made to 
provide convenient connections for through 
passengers, and, although no central station 
exists, the fact remains + therd is already an 
almost complete system of connecting railways, 
of which little or no use is made for passenger 
purposes. 

Dublin has now an opportunity, such,as no 
other city of her size and antiquity hab ever 
had, of establishing a central station, but, if for 
financial reasons the idea is not found prac- 
ticable, centralisation and through working 
could still be introduced without any consider- 
able expenditure. : 

It is suggested that (1) the Great Southern

Does your correspondent pretend that, if the 
Home Rule Bill bad been passed and enforced 
throughout Ireland in August, 1914, recruits for 
the Kmpire’s Armics would have come pouring 
in from that province? I quite agree with 
him that militant Ulster “ did not hesitate to 
demand any conditions.’" One of the conditions 
demanded and obtained was the promises of an 
“Amending Bill; another, which they ob- 
tained, and presumably demanded, was a pro- 
mise by the leaders of English Unioniam (in- 
cluding Mr. Bonar Law) that, if necessary in 
defiance of the opinion of the electors, in the 
event of an attempt to force Home Rule on 
Ulster the whole resources of British Unionisam 
would be placed at their disposal, even to the 
extent of joining them in a civil war. This 
iromise is rarely referred to now, but it has 
wen made superfluous by the genera! 
acquiescence in the dictum that Ulster cannot 
be coereed. Not till these promises were ob- 
tained did the Ulster leader “sound the 
répetile,”’ and not ull well on in September, 


“1914 were reeruite forthcoming from Ulster in 


any considerable numbers. 

As a matter of fact, the whole procedure of 
the British Government of that day was 
worthy of Muaochiavelli at his best-—or worst. 
Ulatermen were induced to fight for the Empire 
on the understanding that their valour and 
heroiam would count as political capital to the 
credit of the Union. The Ulster leader said in 
Heptember, 1914, that by joining the wer | they 
would “strengthen the position of the 
Union. Nationaliste ware asked to volunteor 
on the ground that: services thus rendered 
would redeund to the political credit of Home 
Rule. The honest thing would have been to 
have thrown overboard one side or the other, 
but hitherte the British Government has, on 
the whole, suceseded fairly well in having it 
both ways. The day of reckoning will come 
some time, and uniess Irishmen setile their 
differences among themselves, one side or other 
will have to be betrayed. There is a growing 
conviction among Nationalists that they are 
going to be the victimes. That partly accounts 
for their diminiahed enthusiasm about the war.

The Irish Railways. 


A correspondent whose letter we print 
to-day raises a point of great interest, and, 
perhaps, not a little importance, in regard 
to the Irish railways. The railway 
systems in Ireland have various links, but 
these links lose half their value because 
of the lack of through passenger services. 
In that respect the Irish railways have 
presented a striking contrast with those of 
England. The suggestion that they should 
now improve their inter-communication 
proceeds from the assumption that, under 
Government control, none of the railwats 
will be jealous of its own separate 
interest. The public understands that the 
companies are guaranteed, while under 
State control, their net -profits in the ratio 
which obtained during a. recent period. 
It need not concern them if the actual 
ratio of expenses and profits during the 
period of State control is different. In 
such circumstances, plainly, a great 
obstacle to measures of inter-working is 
removed. The new joint executive can 
proceed, presumably, on the basis that the 
whole of the Irish railway systems are, for 
the time, one system, and that the utmost 
should be made of the advantages of 
unification over division of interests. 
Hindrances to the fullest realisation of 
these advantages rise from the fact that 
the “pool ' may be only a tem porary 
arrangement. For example, in so far as 
trafic which would have gone over the 
line to Broadstone Station is diverted over 
the Great Southern Company’s line to 
Amiens street, the permanent way of the 
first-mentioned line would be saved a cer- 
tain amount of wear, and the other line 
would undergo so much additional wear.

ELECTORS AT THE FRONT. 


Candidates: 
Mr. Arthur W. Samuels, K.C. 
Sir Robert Woods, M.B., B.Ch. 


The letter from Mr. Richardson, published in 
the Irish ZYimes of yesterday, with reference 
to the University electors who ate now serving 
in various capacities at the war fronts, raises 
an important question as to the possibility of 
enabling these electors to exercise the franchise. 
The recording of votes of electors residing on 
the Continent is provided for by Statute. Such 
electors must sign their proxy papers ‘‘ before 
any British Ambassador, Envoy, Minister, 
Chargé d’ Affaires, Secretary of Embassy, or 
Legation; or before any British Consul, Vice- 
Consul, Acting Consul, Pro-Consul, or Con- 
sular Agent . .. and such Ambassador, 
etc., shall sign his name in full, and add his 
official description.” The difficulty of comply- 
ing with this procedure is obvious during war 
time, when the voters are scattered over a very 
wide area. In some cases, where it is known 
that a number of electors are stationed within 
a convenient distance of one or other of the 
above mentioned officials, it is possible that an 
arrangement may be made by which they may 
be able to exercise the franchise, but in the 
me majority of cases tha will be 
ouud impossible, and those voters will 
be disfranchised. The atter is occupy- 
ing the attention of both candidates and 
their friends, but it is not likely that any 
successful plan can be devised for polling these 
voters on a large scale. 

Any one of the following degrees entitles the 
holder to a vote :—M.A., M.D., M.A.D., LL.D., 
D.D., D.Litt., D.8c., Mus.D., Scholar or ex- 
Scholar, and M.A.I. Women graduates are not 
qualified to vote at the election, 

With reference to the delay in declaring 
the seat vacant, we understand that the 
customary “ proliminary letter ' appointing Sir 
J. H. Campbell Lord Chief Justice of Ireland 
has been received at Dublin Castle, 
and that thereupon a communication was sent 
to the Home Office asking for the King’s Letter 
confirming the appointment to be forwarded. 
The King’s Letter has not yet been received, 
and, until it comes to hand, the vacancy in the 
Parliamentary representation of Dublin Univer- 
sity cannot be declared, or any step taken to 
elect a successor to Sir James Campbell.

Yostecday’s Berlin com 
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WAR. 


To judge from the tone of the local Press, 
Greece will shortly declare war against the 
Entente, says the Athens correspondent of the 
Morning Post. The Press, which is exclusively 
pro-Government, and under existing conditions 
entirely under the orders of the King and the 
authorities, declares, in language of all degrees 
of passion that the situation is becoming in- 
tolerable, and that Greece is not disposed to 
allow herself to be forced by hunger into a 
meek acceptance of the Allies’ arbitrary wishes. 
As Greece cannot by her fleet break the 
blockade this can only mean that she will de- 
clare war by land against the Allics. In fact 
this is more than hinted at by the Press, which 
demands a general mobilisation. The Govern- 
ment plainly indicated the same thing in its 
protest of yesterday to the Allied Powers by 
saying it must refer the matter to the Greek 
people, meaning thereby the convocation of the 
defunct Chamber and the holding of public 
mass meetings throughout the country to sup- 
ort the Government line of action. It would 

e well if the Allied Governments would send in 
a second Note without further delay, and make 
it clear to the Greek people that the blockade 
will be raised as soon as the military transfers 
are completed and verified. This would, I be- 
lieve, knock the bottom out of the pseudo- 
patriotic agony campaign now pursued by the 
inspired Press. That the Athens Government is 
megitating some desperate stroke seems ®vi- 
dent from all the indications, especially from 
the fact that reservists here are being secretly 
enrolled and notified to hold themselves in 
readiness to join this or that regiment at an 
hour’s notice. 1 am informed also that mili- 
tary measures with regard to the artillery and 
to stores and munitions are being extensively 
taken. 


FUTURE CONDUCT OF THE 
WAR.

CORDIAL RECEPTION. 


The Press Bureau last night issued the follow-

Mr. Lloyd George and Lord Milner, with their 
official advisers, have arrived in Rome to take 
part with the French and Italian Governments 
in an exchange of views upon the general situa- 
tion.

Mr. Lloyd George, Lord Milner, M. Briand, 
M. Thomas, General Lyautey, and General 
Palitzine arrived here this morning, accompanied 
by Sir Rennell Rodd, British Ambassador. They 
were received at the station by Signor Boseli, 
Premier, and other Ministers; General Dallolio, 
Italian Minister of Munitions, and the French 
and Russian Ambassadors. Tbe statesmen and 
Generals greeted one another very cordially, and 
after the usual introductions had been made in 
the Royal waiting-room they left the station, 
outside which a military guard of honour was 
drawn up. The party, who were warmly greeted 
by the waiting crowd, proceeded to their re 
spective hotels in motor cars. 

Mr. Lloyd George is the guest of the British 
Ambassador. 

In the afternoon the members of the Foreign 
Missions were received by the Queen and the 
Queen Dowager w 
All the high officials, dignatories of the Court 
and State, members of the aristocracy, 
Senators, Deputies, and wearers of collars of 
the Order of the Annunziata, who rank as 
cousins of the King, have visited the British 
Premier and other Ministers. The visitors in- 
cluded the ex-Premiers Signori Luzzatti and 
Salandra, and the Mayor of Rome. Some left 
written greetings of welcome, and expressions 
of hope that the meeting in Rome would he 
the forerunner of the definite victory of the 
Alles. : 


PRESS COMMENTS. 

The announcement of the arrival here of Mr. 
Lloyd George and M. Briand and other British 
and French Ministers is greeted by the Press 
and public with great enthusiasm. Nearly all 
i the newspapers publish portraits of the visitors, 
, and sympathetic biographies. The meeting of 
the Allied statesmen is considered the most 
tangible proof yet given to the whole world of 
the absolute aceord prevailing among the Allies, 
and, whatever the object and result may be, 
has given a greater denroastration of the unity 
and solidarity of the Allies and their decision 
to continue the war until ultimate decisive 
victory thas any statement or Notea in the 
past. All wish to greet the illustrious guests 
with the greatest friendship compatible with 
the gravity of the moment, and special in- 
terest is being shown in Mr. Lloyd George, 
who is considered the hero of the moment. 
The general opinion is that out of the Rome 
meeting may come the final blow to the Cen- 
tral Empires. The view of political circles 
and clubs ia that the meeting is the 
best answer to both enemies and neutrals 
that no mang@uvres. for a false peace 
will damp the energy or undermine the soli- 
darity of the Allies. The meeting, it is ce- 
lieved, signifies that this is a most important 
and decisive moment in the conflict, when vaster 
and more formidable action will be arranged. 

The Giornale d'Italia, after remarking that 
the Conference is a proof of the solidarity of 
the Entente, which was already shown in the 
i Alhes’ reply to the German peace mancuvre, 
says:—The Italian people greets with affec-

We heartily desire that at 
i Rome may be drawn up a plan of action which 
| will lead the peoples of the Entente to victory.

roduction is that of the wages of agricultural 
ac In their opinion, the supply of labour 
will prove sufficient if proper eteps are taken 
to organise it, and if a fair weekly wage is 
paid. The fixing of prices for produce clearly 
recessitates the fixing of a minimum wage. Jf 
the Government propose t take over and 
utilise areas of untenanted land in various parts 
of Ireland for increasing food production, it is 
imperatave that they should set the standard 
of a living wage. The Commitice are strongly 
of opinion that machinery will have to be 
devised for the prompt fixing of a minimum 
wage, by a tribunal composed of representa- 
tives of employers aud employés, with an un- 
partial arbitrator. 

Special arrangements. will have to be made 
for the organisation and accommodation of 
migratory labour. The Labour Exchanges, as 
at present constituted, have been a deplorable 
failure in Ireland, and if they are to be used 
for this purpose will have to be considerably 
reformed and strengthened. The fixing of 
prices at figures to encourage increased cultiva- 
tion must unavoidably maintain a general high 
cost of living out of proportion to the ordinary 
level of wages at present existing in Ireland. 
The Committee consider that to meet this it 
will be necessary to adjust wages for town es 
well as country workers,

THE RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The Committee desire to emphasise the neces 
sity of the Government carrying out the re- 
commendations already made by them, after 
careful consideration, as follows :— 

(1) That to all farmers who undertake to 
double the amount of their land under potatoes 
n free grant of seed tor the increased area 
should be given. 

(2) That to all labourers who andertake to 
till the whole of their plots, and plant at least 
half with potatoes, a free grant of seed potatoes 
and spraying materials for the area eo planted 
should be given. 

(3) That a similar free grant of seed should 
be given to those undertaking the cultivation of 
untenanted land. 

(4) That provision be mada for supplying 
fertilisers and machinery at reasonable prices. 

(5) That steps should be taken to aasuro 
supplies of sulphate of copper for epraying at 
pre-war prices. 

The Committee’ have learned with great 
regret that it, has not been yet decided by 
the Government to take over control of the 
Irish coal mines, as hag been done in England, 
an is eontamuing to bring preasure to bear to 
have thig done.

Wilson was alleged to be a member, had made 
huge profits in the Stcck Exchange flurry. 

Mr. Tumulty made a statement before the 
Committee, in which he demanded an apology, 
and denied that he had ever known the con- 
tents of President Wilson’s Note befcre it had 
been published.

This action of the Govern- 
ment did not come as a great surprise to 
operators on the market, but is stated to have 
had the effect of practically suspending trans- 
actions in maize. It is understood that tho 
Goverument have taken over all maize supplies 
under consignment to Great Britain, and also 
future shipments. - Maize already in this 
country must be sold by owners only at prices 
fixed by the Government. A prominent dealer 
on the Exchange, interviewed, said that the 
effect upon today’s transactions had been 
very small, except that maize was rather dearer, 
transactions showing an advance from 4d. to 
Sd. on sales effected at the previous Liverpool 
market on ‘Tuesday last. This, however, he pro- 
ceeded, can probably be attributed more to 
scarcity of maize supplies than to the Govern- 
ment’s action. The Government have fixed 
prices. Maize is very scarce, and shipments 
are likely to be small, because of the high 
freights prevailing. The great fact is that the 
Government ere dealing with maize just as they 
did with wheat, and what the future offect of 
their action will be on the market is a matter 
that no one at present can tell. It is very 
problematical.

DRASTIC PROPOSAIS.

BY UNIONIST WAR

Drastic revisions in the law governing natural- 
isation of aliens are contained in the report 
of the Enemy Influence Sub-Committee of the 
Unionist War Comniittee issued yesterday. The 
Sub-Committee states that it held eight meetings 
under: the chairmanship of Sir Edward Carson 
and three after his resignation on taking Minis- 
terial office. Pas eS 

it emphasises that naturalisation is an Im- 
perial problem demai ding concerted action, and 
suggests consideration at the forthcoming lm- 
perial Conference. Power to revoke naturalisa- 
tion papers should be given to the Home Secre- 
tary as part of a permanent law, and should be 
immediately brought into operation by an emer- 
gency Act for use during the present war. 

The Committee expressed the opinion that 
grave mischief has been caused during the war 
by the ease with which foreigners could become 
naturalised, and in particular by inadequate 
security required by law for the bona fides of 
applicants for natyralisation. Many people had 
thereby obtained the rights of British subjects 
who were aliens in sympathy and tradition, and 
by virtue of birth. Some gta in every 
sense hostile could claim British nationality. 

The Committee recemmends deeming any 
person, by reason merely of accident of birth 
within His Majesty’s dominions or allegiance, 
to be a natura! born subject should be com- 
pletely abolished, and that. the principle of 
parentage adopted: by all civilised States ex- 
oepting the United States should be substituted 
as the basis of British citizenship generally. 
A natural bern British subject should be deemed 
to be any person bern within or without the 
British Dcmin'ons ot allegiasce whose father 
was at the time a British subject. Some cases, 
however, should be dealt with by special pro- 
vision. 

Among the more stringent conditions of 
naturalisation recommended are seven years’ 
residence instead of five; the vouching for of 
applicant’s character by at least four natural 
born British subjects of recognised standing, and 
the renunciation of allegiance to the country 
of previous nationality. Such allegiance could 
not be renounced by subjects of some countries, 
and this ge hot be a matter of diplomatic 
negotiationsSor eles renunciation might be speci- 
ally dispensed with. Every applicant should 
make full disclosure of previous history and 
business for verification, with particulars of wife 
and children, and advertise his intention of 
applying for haturalisation. A ertificate 
should not be granted until the expiry of one 
year from the first application ia order to 
permit maquiries both in this country and in that 
of previous residence. Discretionary power to 
abridge this period might be exercised on 
certification, signed by two Secretaries of State, 
ene of which in time of war should be War 
Secretary. 

The Committees recommends various limita- 
tions of the rights of naturalised persons. They 
should not be eligible for membership of the 
Privy Council or Parliament, and if of hostile 
origin should cease to hold Naval and Army 
Cemmissions on declaration of war. Except 
under special certificate of the Secretary of 
State no naturalised person should hold civil 
office the salary of which exceeded £160 a year, 
and was charged on Consolidated Fund or paid 
out of moneya provided by Parliament. No 
naturalised person should be a pilot, master, 
or certificated officer of a British ship except 
by licence sanctioned by the Admiralty, or be 
entitled to acquire land in prehibited areas, 

No naturalwed subject should change his 
name without the Home Secretary's licence 
under heavy penalty. There should be power 
ef revocation on the grounds of welfare or 
Defence of the Reaim. 3 

The absence of any list of naturalised persons, 
states the Committee, is a drawbeck to the 
authorities, particularly in time of war. | 

As a general priaciple the grant of naturalica- 
tion during wartime was undesirable, and in the 
case of enemy aliens wae only justified in most 
exceplaonal circumstances. To permit the re- 
view of ocartificates on the outbreak of wir 
every person naturelised within ten or fifteen 
years who had at any time owed allegiance to 
an enemy country should be required to report 
within fourteen days to the police of the dis- 
trict, giving particulars of naturalisation, failure 
to comply rendering him habie during war to 
be treated as an enemy subject. The Home 
Secretary should review such recent certificates 
considering whether in particular cases he 
should exercise revocation, and he should 
make a return of the results of his review.

STREET COLLECTIONS, 
POLICE REGULATIONS IN 
LONDON, 


Last night’s London Gazette contained a list 
of regulations made by the Home Secretary 
with regard to street collections in the Metro- 
politan Police district for charitable or other 
purposes. Organisations responsible must obtain 
a police permit, and no collection or sale may be 
made except upon a day and between the hours 
stated therein. No permit of a continuous 
character will be granted. The permit may 


limit @ collection or sale to certain streets or 


public places. Persons taking part in a collec- 
tion or sale must hold the written authority of 
the autherised organisation. lectora and 
vendors mustocoupy a stationary position. Not 
mare than two collectors or vendora may be at 
one place, which must not be within thirty 
yards of other collectors. No person under 
eighteen may act as a collector or vendor, and 
no payment may be made to any collector, 
vendor, or other person connected with the 
promotion or conduct of the undertaking for 
services rendered in connection therewith.

THE FORTHCOMING CONFERENCE 


Reuter’s Agency is informed that the question 
of the acceptance by the Dominion Premiers of 
the invitation of His Majesty’s Government to 
them to come to London and attend the meet- 
ings of the Imperial War Cabinet is still form- 
ing the subject of communications between the 
Dominions and London. The Premier of New 
Zealand and Sir Joseph Ward are both in Eng- 
land, and will, of course, remain, and it is be- 
lieved that Sir E. Morris, Premier of Newfound- 
larid, will also attend. In the case of Australia, 
Hughes or Mr. 
Cook, or both, will come to London. It has 
also not yet been decided who will represent 
South Africa. 

In conversation with Reuter’s representative, 
Mr. Walter Long, Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, said that he was very anxious that the 
Prime Ministers should come. We are, he said, 
always glad to welcome them, and it is ef the 

reatest importance that the statesmen of the 

ominions ‘and of the mother country should 
see as much of one another as possible. If this 
is so at ordinary times, how much more is it the 
ease when we bave to discuss in common the 
final prosecution of the war, and the questions 
that will arise as between the various parts of 
the British Empire after its terminstion. It is 
very difficult to do this satisfactorily and ex- 
peditiously by correspondence. Since my arrival 
at the: Colonial Office I have had conferences 
with the Prime Mimister of New Zealand and 
with Sir Joseph Ward, which have proved 
the greatest possible assistance, and I shall be 
delighted if all the Prime Ministers are able to 
accept the invitation extended to them. 

With regard to the representation of India, 
Mr. Chamberlain stated in the course of an in- 
terview at the India Office with Reuter’s re- 
presentative, that he was now in correspondence 
with the Viceroy regarding the selection of the 
two gentlemen who. are to accompany the Secre- 
tary of State in his capacity of representative 
of India at the meetings of the Wat Cabinet. 
Mr. Chamberlain added—The formal recognition 
by His Majesty’s Government of the great as- 
sistance rendered by India im the war, and f 
her position in the Empire, will give gréat 
¢atisfaction in India, and will be well received 
in the self-coverning Dommions. I have been 
the recipient of severa) communications from 
Dominion soldiers, especially from the forces en- 
gaged in Gallipoli, speaking in high admiration 
of the gallantry of their Indian comrades-in- 
arms. and the devotion of the Indian bearer 
companies.

Arthur H. Flannery, M.B., R.N., whose death 
is announced, waa & son of the late John 
Flannery, & well-known merchant in Ballagha- 
dereenh.
